DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 21, 
2003 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

3. Claims 1-4, 7, 10, 22-27, 29, 34, 46, 47, and 57-59 rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jackson et al, 5,456,627. '627 disclose a method 
and apparatus for sensing the velocity of the conditioner relative to the pad, which is an 
indirect measurement of the friction force between the pad and conditioner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 35-41 , 44, 45, 60, 65, 78, 82 and 84-222 are allowed. 

5. Claims 14-17, 31-33, and 53-55 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
